That the Commurtee met ſeveral times, 
and that they had pcruſed ſeveral Papers, and Re- 
cords, and had taken the Anſwers of Mr. Arnold, 
and Mr. Scudamore, and the Informations of ſeveral 
others, and had ſcyeral Informations exhibited 
to. them taken upon Oath before Juſtices of the 
Peacee And that the Committee ordercd him to 
make a Report conliſting of ſeveral Particulars dif-

The Names of Popiſh Prieſts, by whom kept, the 
Chappels and other Places where Maſs is ſaid, and 
rclorted to in the County of Monmouth. 

John Aruo{d of Lanyihangel in the County of Maon- 
mouth Eſq, late Jpſhec of Peace there, by his Exami- 
nauon, laich, That he, hath known Mr, David Lew- 
is for ſcaven or cight, Years, who hath been for all 


that time and before reputed a Jeſuit and Provin- , 


cial of the Teſuts un the County of Monmouth, That 
for ſcycral Years paſt he lived at Lanternam Houſe 
then in Jointure to the Lady Morgan, which by her 
Death; about two or three Years fince, came to Sir 
Edward Morgan, where the {aid David Lewis publick- 
{zid Mals as has been credibly informed by perſons 
that were preſcat thereat, be likewiſe faith _ _

William James, by his Examination upon Oarh 
{lith, that he hath known David Lewis ro be a Bopiſh 
U'riejt this Sixteen Years and believes him to be the 
Supcriour of all the Jeſuits in Noth and South Wales, 
hc and his Wife have received the S:crammt of him, 
hath ſeen him adminiſter ro above an Funct Per- 
ons, hath ſeen him Chriſten ſeveral Children, and 
Marry ſeveral Perfonhs at a Chappet 1h Lantarnam<Houſe, 
andat the Houſes of *Andriw and Fdward Williams, that 
grcat number reſort to Lantarnm to hear Maſs,depo- 
{cth turther that he hath given ſevcral Angels to the 
ſaid David Lewis, to pray tor the Soul of his Father-in- 
lawaiter he was dead; & that his Fatber-in-law told hint 
and þis Wife, that he was fain to give Fifty Pomnds to 
the ſaid David Lewis , to be difpoſed ro pious Uſes, 
and that if he did not give it, he ſhould neither have 
tt.C Sucrament, norAbſolution, and rbar hc turther ſairh, 
t at ke knows William Cornelius, who bath officiated

Mr. Arnold faith, that he hath known Caprain Siyar4 
four or five years; that he hath been Intormed by the Mi- 
niſter of Lanarth and others, that he is a Romiſh Prie/t and 
doth openly lay Mals in that Pariſh, to which great num- 
bers do relort, that molt of the Pariſh are Pap /ts. 


Tho. Watkins Vicar of Lanarth upon his Oath Depoleth,

Mr. Charles Morgan upon his Oath depoſerh,that the ſaid 
Mr. Silyard a reputed popilh Prieſt, lives with Mrs. Jones 
ot Lanarth Widdow. 


Mr. Arnold ſaies, That Mr, Harri alias Price, is reputed 
to be a popith Prieſt. 


Tho. Watkins of Lanarth, upon his Oath depoſerh, that 
Walter Harrw, alias Price is a reputed popilh Prieſt, re- 
f1deth in Clytha a Hamlet in Lanarth, in the Houſe of Mrs. 
Chriſtian Milbourn , that there are above Eighty reputed 
Popifh Recuſants beſides Children and Servants in that 
Pariſh, that he hath been Informed,that the ſaid Price faith 
Maſs, Marries and Chriſtens in the ſaid Pariſh, and hath en- 
deavoured to pervert leveral of the Pariſh to the Popith 
Religion, | 

Mr. Samuel Watkins, Vicar of Lantillio, Greſſenny and 
Penroſe, inthe County of Monmoith, upon his Oath layes, 
that Mr. Walter Harrs, alias Price, and another Mr. Harris 


lay Maſs at William Pullens Houſe, and likewile do often 
Chriſten, 


C Mr, 
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Mr. Aaron Lewis of Landegva in the County of Mon- 
mouth, upon his Oath laith, 'I hat ſeveral perſons have in- 
torm'd him that Walter Harrs alias Price,is a popiſh Prieſt, 
and had Chriſtened leveral of their Children, and that the 
laid Price ſaid Maſs publickly, and that he lives in the 
Houſe of Mrs. Katherine and Mrs. Chriſtian Milbourn. 


Alice the Wife of the ſaid Aaron Lewis upon her Oath: 
ſaith, that ſhe knows the ſaid Mr. Walter Price to be a po- 
pPilh prieſt, hath ſeen him and heard him ſay Mals forty 
times, hath received the Sacrament from him, hath ſeen 
him adminiſter it tro a hundred more, hath ſeen him often 
Marry and Chriſten, hath perverted ſeveral . Proteſtants 
from the Church of England, to the Church of Rome, as 
James Phichard and Katherine his Wite, Charles Walkins, and 
Margaret his Wife, and the Wife of Wilkam Arthar, and 


ſeveral others. 


She further ſaith, that ſhe hath ſeen above a hundred ac 
mals, and that the crowd was fo great, that the Loft was 
forced to be _- leaſt it ſhould fall down under the 
weight ; that ſhe hath confeſt her fins ro the ſaid Price and 


that he gave her Abſolution. 


William Lewis of Ragland , upon his Oath ſaith, in the 
County of Monmouth, thathe hath ſeen Mr. Price, who doth 
ar lately did live at the the Houſe of Mr. .Milborn, ſay 
Maſs, and preach in Welch, that the ſaid Price did carneſt- 
ly endeavour to turn him from the Church of England 
tro the Church of Rome; telling him he ſhould never lee 
the Face of God, unlels he would be of their way.

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Vir. Roger Sey) upon his Oath ſaich, thar the (aid Walter 
Harris, alias Price, 1s a popiſh Pri:ſt ; and that he was pre- 
ſent when it was yroved betore a Fuftice of the Peace, thac 
the {aid Price had laid Maſs, 


I uliam James upon his Oath ſayeth, that he knoweth 
Walter Harris alias Price a popiſh Preeſt, and hath teen 
him at Maſs, and heard him lay Maſs, and that he's en- 
rertained art Mrs. Miulborns Houle in Clithia. 


Mr. Arnold {ayeth, that he hath been very credibly in- 
formed, that one Doctor Pugb lays Maſs publickly inthe 
Houſe of Mr. Thomas Boduam of Blackbrook, both when 
Mr. Bodnamis at home,and when he is abſent; that he hath 
been informed, that IWWa'ter James & {q,; ſuffers one Jobn Loyd 
a reputed Prieſt to ſay Maſs arhis Houle at Trervor. 


That he hath ſeen a Chappel at Lanvair inthe Houle of 
Turbervile Morgan Elq; and an Altar and Ornaments in it, 
and he hath been intormed that Thomas Loyd, a popi/h 


Prieſt ſaith publick Maſs, Marries, Chriſtens, and Burics 
in the laid Chappel. 


Mr. Samuel Watkins of Lantilio Greſſenny and Penroſe, up- 
on his Oath ſayech that Mr. Loyd, a reputed popiſy Prieſt 
lays Maſs at the Houle of Turbervile Morgan Eſq; in his Pa- 
rith;that there are three other Houſes in his Pariſh, where 
reputed opiſh Prieſts are entertained, and lay publick 
Maſs, and that there are in the Pariſhes of Lantilo, Greſſen» 
ny and Penroſe Sixſcore Popilh Recuſants. 


. Mr. Arnold ſayes, that he hath been informed by the 
Miniſters and ſeveral Witneſſes, that Mr. Scudamore of Pen- 
roſe's Widdow, ſuffers publick Maſs to be (aid in her Houle, 


and that numbers reſo:t thither. 


Ar . 
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Mr. Samuel Watkins, Vicar of Penroſe upon his Oath 
ſiith, That one Mr. Lloyd, a reputed popith Prieſt is enter- 
cained at the Houle of one Mrs. Winefrid Sceudamore, and 
that he hath ſeen him there : and a great number of Pop4ji 
Recuſants relorting thither upon Sundays and Holy-days, 
to hear Maſs, as he conceiveth, and he verily believes all 


her Children are Chriſtened by popiſh pricſts. 


M. Arnold ſayes that he hath ſeen a publick Chappel 
nea: the Houle of Mr. Tho. Gunter a Po gran" in Ab- 
ergavenny, adorned with the marks of the Jeſuites on the 
outſide and is informed that Maſs is ſaid there by Cap- 
rain Evans a repured Jeſuite, and by the aforeſaid David 
Lewis, that very great numbers relorr to the ſaid Chappel, 
and very often at Church time and he hath credibly 
heard that a hundred hath gone out of the ſaid. Chappel, 
when not forty have gone out of the great Church, thar 
the ſaid Chappell is ſcituate in a publick Streer of the aid 
Town, and doth front the Streer. 


Mr. Greenhaugh Vicar of Abergavenny and Lantilio Pers 
tholy in the County of Monmonth, upon his Oath ſayth, 
Thar on Sunday and Holy-days he hath ſeen great numbers 
of Roman Catholiks reſort to the houle of Mr. Thomas Gunt- 
er at Abergavenny, and that the-laid Gunter entertaines ong 
Captain Evans, whom he ap to be a Popiſh Prieſt ; 
That there is the publick mark of the Jeſwtes on the ours 
ſide of the Building, which is dire&ly rowards the pariſh 
Church, and he is informed there is a Chappel, and that 
they have in that Houle all the Formalities and ornaments 
belonging to a Chappel, with Maſs on Sundays and Holy- 
dayes ; he depoſeth, that there have been Marriages and 
Chriſtenings in both the ſaid pariſhes by popiſh Prieſts , 
and further, that the (aid Thomas Gunter cold] fi, that in 


Olivers time of ſeverity, he kept a Prieſt, and would keep 
one

oe now ; that many times Corps come to be interred 
wich the Formalities of white Crofles upon them, and 
eadeavouring to hinder the ſaid Superſticion,he hath oft- 
ten bzenabuled; that he hath informed John Arnold Eſq, 
and other Juſtices of the Peace of publick Maſs there and 
echer Enormitics of rhe Papilts. |

Mr: Arnold ſayeth, that the Perſons who go under the 
Names hereafter mentioned do often change their names 
and are called by other Names, and are reputed itincrant 
Prieſts in the Counties of Hereford and HMonmonth, and do 
uſually officiate in ten Miles eompals (viz) Mr Draw- 
cot, Mr. Elliot, Captain Pugh, Door Pugh, Mr. Rider, 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Loyd, Mr. Williams, Mr. Parry, Mr. 
Jones,mr. Harriks who is ſaid to be Superintendent of the 
Comb, mr. John Halt, mr. Thomas Powel, ms. Harries alias 
Price, and mr.Thomas Andrews. 


Thomas Watkins Vicar of Lanarth upon his Oath depoſeth 
that Thomas Andrews a reputed Poiſh Prieſt ſays Maſs ve- 
ry often at William Davids Houſe of Bettus as he hath been 
iatormed. 


Mr. Samuel Watkins Vicar of Lantilio Greſſenny upon his 
Oath depoferh chat mr. Andrews a reputed popiſh Prieſt, 


15 eNtectained at mr. Anthony Powels at Killough, where he 
hath ſeen him, and chat he ſayeth publick Maſs there,and 


that mr. Hall, a reputed *popiſh Prieſt is entertained ar 
mr.James Pricards Houſe of Blaen Liman, where maſs is 
publickly ſaid ; and hath been Informed, that anothez 
zepured popiſh Prieſt called mr. Laurance Watkings fre- 
quenes the tlouſe of, mr. Walter Powel.

The names of Juſtices of Peace and others that 
arc P.piſts or ſulpeted Papiſts and their proceedings 
in favour of popilh Preſts and popiſh Recuſants. 

Mr. Arnol ſays, That he know's Sir Edward Morgan 
of Lantarnam in the County of Monmoth Barronet, that 
he hath ſeen in his wee att Lantarnam a popiſh 
Chappell with Altar and Ornamentthercin tor the 

leh of Maſs wherein Maſs isſaid, as he hath 
becn informed, by ſuch as haye bin preſent thereat, 
that he heard the ſaid Sir Fdward Morgan affirm 
himſelf to be a Roman Catholicke, that he 1 yet con- 
tinucd in Commiſſion of the Peace and is reputed 
to be a Deputy Lientenant. 

Mr. Arnold {-yes, That about ten yeares ſince he 
knew William Jones of Lanarth Eſquir, 'that he was a 


Juſtice of the Peace and Deputy Licutcnant of 


Monmethſhire, bath bin infromed by worthy Members 
this Houſe, that before and at the time of his 
Death he was a Papiſh ; he hath heard ſome Papitts 
bragg that he dyed a Papiſt and that his Son is now 
bred ina Collcdge of Jeſuites in France, or clſc where 
in forraigne parts; he ſays, that he hath been 1n- 
formed L ho Miniſters and others that moſt of 
that Pariſh are Papiſts ( he ſays ) that though lever- 
all Warrants have iflued fromthe Juſtice to have 
accounts of defaults for not comming to Church, 
no returnes cold be had for theſe two or three 
yeares laſt paſt, the Churchwardens and Conſtables 
being Papiſts. 

Mr. Thomas Watkins, Vicar of the Pariſh of Lanarth 
upon his Oath ſays there are above four core reputcd 
Popiſh recuſ ants within his pariſh, beſides Children 
and Servants ; three reputed Popiſh Prieſts reſideing

Mr. Charles Morgan upon his Oath, depoſeth that Mr. S1l/card, 
a reputed Popiſh Prieſt, lives with Mrs. Jones of Lenarth, Widdow 
to Mr, William Jones of Lanarth, who wasa Juſtice of Peace. 

Mr. John Greenhaugh, Vicar of Aberg and Lantilio Portho- 
ly inthe County of Monmouth, upon his Oath depoſeth, that there 
is or hath of late been one Mr. Evans a reputed popiſh Pricſt en- 
tertained at the Houſe of Charles Proper Eſq; in the {aid Pariſh of 
Laxntilio, whois a Juſtice of Peace, ns 
bers of Men and Women reſort thither to Maſs as he conceives. 

Mr. Arnold w that he hath been informed, that Maſs was ve- 
ry lately and publickly ſaid at Lantrorhy, a Houſe belo ing to Row- 
land Prichard E\q; now a Juſtice of Peace of Monnourhſbire ; where 
one T homas Elliot, a Popiſh Prieſt ( formerly committed ro Hereford 
Goale ) as ſuch, doth officiate ; that he informed the ſaid Mr. 
Prichard of it, and that it was to him, and Scandalous to 
Religion to ſuffer it ; the faid Mr. Prichard anſwered, that he had 
Ten Pounds | Rent extraordinary for it ; and that would do him
